WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. Conditions 
and Changes. Outlook. 


There is, some talk, going on in Denver this week about 


- Pure Foods and foods that ought to be pure, but can’t be made 


pure because the makers don’t know how. And there are some 
men out there who are willing, and say they will, show quite a 
bunch of manufacturers of food how to make stuff that is fit to 
eat. We haven’t heard yet who is likely to win in this battle 
of words, but we can make a guess, or rather you can. How- 
ever, all this does not have any reference to canned goods. 

At the recent meeting of the Indiana Canners’ Association 
it was suggested that some one representing the canning indus- 
try be at this meeting to put before the Convention some ques- 
tions as to the use of tomato pulp in making ketchup. That is, 
some canners wanted the use of tomato pulp permitted, provided 
it was kept in a sanitary condition and not shoveled up from the 
floor. We have not heard of any discussion of this subject, and 
are not sure it will be brought up. The Benzoate of Soda ques- 
tion now being discussed might be of interest to some canners if 
the use of tomato pulp is permitted in the making of ketchup. 

This question of the use of Benzoate of Soda, it seems, can- 
not be separated from the canned goods industry. For some 
reason all the daily papers insist on connecting the use of Ben- 
zoate of Soda with the preparation of canned goods. Why can- 
not thev state it is being used by manufacturers of cc ndiments, or 
is desired to be used by them, instead of leading the public to 
believe that the canned goods manufacturer is the principal user 
of it? Readers of THE TRADE will remember a few weeks ago 
of a discussion which took place at the Indiana Association 
meeting as to the use of Kenzoate of Soda in tomato pulp, and 
the discussion at that time was not so much as to the use of 
Benzoate, but rather as to the manufacture of tomato puip from 
skins. Those canners desired to make this pulp, claiming 
that they would lose a large sum of money if they were com- 
pelled to stop the manufacture vf this by-product of the can- 
nery. This would be a very opportune time for the advertising 
man of the National Publicity Buteau to send to the daily 
papers of the country, an article describing fully by whom, why 
and where, Benzoate of Soda, or preservatives, are used, and con-

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clude the article with a description of how tomatoes are gath- 
ered, handled and canned, so that the general public could ap- 
preciate who are the users of Benzoate of Soda, and the fact that 
canners do not need or desire to go to the expense of using it. 
Great space has been given to the meeting in Denver of the 
pure food authorities, and we feel confident that the editors of 
daily papers would at least read this article themselves and learn 
the lesson, that canners should not be named in connection with 
Benzoate of Soda. 


Crop reports this week, in some cases, indicate that the 
pack will be short in both corn and tomatoes, while some few 
say the acreage is larger, the prospects are fine and the pak 
will be larger than last year and better. They keep you guess- 
ing, and as one party said last week, one guess is about as good 
as another, and none worth very much. So far ascorn is con- 
cerned, it certainly looks as if it will be short, but tomatoes are 
likely to be anything. One section says the early rains washed 
off the blossoms and the dry weather is burning the vines up; 
from another comes the report that what is in the ground are 
doing well, but only a very small acreage is planted. Many re- 
ports from the Eastern Shore, however, indicate that conditions 
there are very satisfactory as regards the tomato crop, except 
that it is a couple of weeks late; this means that if we have a 
late Fall the pack will be heavy, but on the other hand, if the 
frost arrives earlier, the pack will be cut down accordingly. 
How is anyone to tell, in the face of such conditions, what the 
pack will be until it is over? 

At present the prices being paid in this city for tomatoes 
are high; produce men report as high as forty cents per basket. 
Corn is very scarce, there being hardly enough to supply the 
consumers, and one commission man said that by tomorrow corn 
would practically be over. This he attributes to the drought. 

It is too early as yet to say what the pack will be, but we 
look for a decided curtailment, due first to the short crops, and 
second, to the fact that all lines of goods will be packed well, 
not slack-filled or off in quality, and that should reduce the pack 
at least 20 per cent. : 


_ The generaltone of the market is stronger all along the 
line and we look for a material increase in pricés, especially on 
corn, tomatoes, peaches and small fruits.

Centralia, Wash.—The ‘‘folks’’ in this section are some 
hustlers. In eight weeks after deciding they wanted a canning 
factory the machinery started, and this season’s crop is being 
taken care of. 


Roanoke, Va.—A meeting of the Virginia Canners’ Asso- 
ciation was held here last week and a good attendance was on 
hand. Most of the members are from Botecourt County, as 
might be expected. 


CHICAGO MARKET. 


Special Correspondence to ‘*The Trade”’ 


CHICAGO, August 25, 1909. 
The Weather.—Alternating hot and cool weather keeps 
everybody guessing out here whether to wear a pink shirt, 
lavender pantsand a blue belt, or alight overcoat and ear muffs. 
Crops are alright, however, and are growing nicely. 
Iowa Drought.—lIowa reports hot, dry weather, and proba- 


bility of a poor yield of corn, but the same fellows who predict - 


these dire consequences, down at the latter part of their prophecy, 
state that they have just a few thousand cases of 1908 pack that 
can probably be had (No. 2 standard) at 60c. per dozen. Some 
people don’t know how to sit up behind a bobtail flush and bluff 
without weakening. 

The Salmon Supply.—-An unprecedented run of sockeye 
salmon on Puget Sound is reported during the early weeks of 
August, which was probably the heaviest known to fishermen. 
It was so heavy that the fishermen took up their nets and the 
canneries for a while did not lift their traps regularly, as the 
plants could not handle the fish as fast as they were being caught. 
The run, however, was so brief that only a small excess over the 
quantity packed in 1905 has been put into cans, and as the hump 
back, or pink salmon, which always follow the sockeye, are now 
running, the inference is that the sockeye run is over. The 
price of sockeye salmon will be agreed upon by packers this 
week at Seattle. They are now meeting there for that purpose, 
but it will probably not be announced before Monday, August 
30th, 1909. 

It is thought that the price decided upon will be between 
$1.35 and $1.45 for 1-lb. tall sockeye. The run on the Columbia 
River has ceased and the season has closed. The result is that 
packers are delivering only 40 per cent. of their contracts, as the 
run was small. ; 

The news from the Alaska pack is that the output is slightly 
larger than last year, but asthe proportion of red and pink salmon 
packed is not given in the estimate of the total, the result of the 
pack cannot be accurately analyzed. 

Cohoe salmon will not run until several weeks later and no 
estimate of the pack can be made until then. 


American Sardines.—Deliveries of new domestic sardines 
are slowly coming forward. There has been an unprecedented 
sale of these goods, attributable to the ruinously low prices made 
by warring packers; and retailers, as well as wholesalers, are 
buying speculatively, believing that prices will advance. The 
quality of the pack so far has run to large fish, but some smaller 
fish are now being packed. The low prices are inducing a heavy 
use of these goods by the poorer classes, as there is a big lunch 
in a box of Eastport sardines, if one isn’t fastidious about the 
flavor of his food. 


Must Use Better Tin.—I figured up the result of the ex- 
amination of 1,000 cases of Harford County No. 3 tomatoes of 
the 1908-09 pack and it was as follows:

These goods were packed by a well known and experienced 
packer, and he complained bitterly of being charged with the 
expense of 5c. a case for examining the goods, and held that 
the goods should have been turned out under his six months 
guarantee, and that he would have re-embursed the buyers for 
any goods returned within the six months limit. The buyer 
held that he first examined 100 cases of the goods and wrote 
the packer of the result, which was five cases of swells to the 
100 cases, and agreed to turn the goods out and take his chances 
if the packer would settle on the basis shown by the examina- 
tion of 100 cases, thereby saving the cost of examination, but 
the packer would not accept the proposition. 

What is the matter with tincans? The ruinous result of 
the use of such a quality of cans is shown by the loss of 12% 
per cent., as the rusties cannot be used except after great labor 
in scouring and lacquering, and relabeling, after soaking the 
labels off. And the relabeling of cans having defaced labels, 
will take much time and trouble and expense. Wouldn’t it be 
better if packers would use a higher grade of tin plate and a 
better quality of cans—in self defense ? 


Canned Tomatoes.—Brokers are all predicting a short 
pack, but buyers have heard the old cry too often and will no 
longer listen to it, or be alarmed by it. 

The local supply. both of No. 3 and No. ro is quite small, 
having been much reduced. Jobbers seeing futures continue to 
be offered as low as spot goods, or nearly so, are not buying 
except in a small way. Maryland ‘‘near standards’’ can be 
bought in dock warehouses. Chicago, at 724%c. regular. Mary- 
land full standards can be had, same delivery, at 75c. There 
are no Indiana on the market, all having been sold. 


Futures Moving.—The delivery of canned peas on con- 
tract has already begun and will continue for some time. 


WRANGLER. 


P. S.—We are just in receipt of a ‘‘wire’’ from ‘‘Wrangler,”’ 
the Chicago correspondent of THE TRADE, stating that prices 
have been named on new pack salmon by the Pacific American 
Fisheries Co. as follows: Sockeyes, talls, $1.35; red Alaska, 
talls, $1.15 ; Cohoe, talls, $1.05; Pinks, talls, 60c., and Chums, 
talls, 57c. These prices were just made public this morning 
(Friday, the 27th), and Tur TRADE is the first publication to 
have them in print. 


NEW YORK MARKET. 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions. 
Changes and Outlook. 


NEw York, August 25.—While movement has not changed 
materially during the past week, uo marked activity on the part 
of jobbers is noted, asa rule. There seems to be a disposition 
to buy as lightly as possible pending the outcome of the present 
tendencies in the trade. Of course it is impossible to say what 
will be done regarding prices in the future, though the crop 
possibilities seem to point toward a continuation of the present 
quiet, with prices largely the subject of negotiation between 
buyer and seller, yet they have not quotably changed during the 
past week. Conditions in the packing sections are unchanged 
and there is a feeling that considerable shortage will ultimately 
develop in some of the leading varieties Of course it is impos- 
sible to say accurately how serious this shortage will be, but it 
is likely to create a firmer feeling in the vegetable market and 
will undoubtedly cause an advance in prices upon some grades 
and varieties. But that increase hasn’t come yet, and it is be- 
yond the power of men to say definitely when it will come. 

Tomatoes.—Offerings were freer, as a rule, and an easier 
tone developed during the week. It is possible to buy both full

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standard Maryland 3s and 2s lower than they were held last 
week. The general quotation for full standard Maryland 3s is 
67%c., regular terms, f. o. b. factory, though it is reported pos- 
sible to buy as low as 65c. It is understood that but few holders 
are accepting the latter price, however. For full standard 2s 
regular terms, f. o. b. factory, 473¢c. to 500. is being asked, 
though the outside figure is being reached less frequently than 
it has been. No. ros are held at $1.85 to $2.00, though the best 
grades area shade firmer. It is, too, possible, to buy for less. 

Corn.—The market is quiet and steady at 65c., regular 
terms, f. o. b. factory, for Southern Maiue style. The recent 
rains improved the prospects of the pack, though it is said to be 
too late to make good the deficiency. The Western pack is said 
to promise well and offerings are reported at 62%c., regular 
terms, f. o. b. factory. Maine corn is firm as previously quoted 
and sales are limited. While the rains have benefited the crop 
somewhat, it is generally considered that they came too late to 
put it where it might have been had they come two weeks sooner. 
State corn is steady without much indication of change. Buyers 
are holding off and sellers are not urging sales, consequently 
business is limited to the actual requirements for daily con- 
sumption. 

Peas.—The market is quiet, with quoted prices held firm on 
most offerings. In some instances it may be possible to buy a 
shade under, but in the main, holders insist upon full prices. 
Conditions have not changed materially in the market or with 
the growing crop. consequently the market is dull, pending some 
change which will cause buyers to take hold again. 

Salmon.—So far this week the trade has been busy guessing 
what the opening prices on sockeye and red Alaska would be. 
It seems that some are of the opinion that the prices will not 
come until next week, while others seem to be expecting them 
daily. Stress is laid upon the mederate sockeye run, which has 
been followed by a strong run of humpbacks, indicating that the 


sockeye run is over. Many traps are said to be taking full 75 
per cent. of humpbacks. The Fraser River pack is estimated 
at 320,000 cases; Skeena River, 65,000 cases; River’s Inlet, 
85,000 cases; Naas River, 30,000 cases; outlying districts, 30,000 
cases; total, 530,000 cases. The situation has not changed 
during the week. The trade is quiet, pending the outcome of 
the pack and the opening prices which may be announced any 
day. Spot movement is extremely light and it is only for the 
actual requirements of dealers. 

Sardines.—Domestic grades are unsettled, with the price 
cutting which has disturbed the trade so seriously, still going 
on. Reports from Eastport are to the effect that a good many . 
independent packers are suspending operations for the season, 
owing to the losses incurred by unsettled and reduced prices. 
The situation holds little of promise for anyone. Foreign varie- 
ties are somewhat scarce and are held firmly at quotations, 
though movement is relatively light. 

Apricots.—Letters from the Coasc say that some grades 
have been advanced 25c. This applies to extra standards. 
Others say the advance has not yet been named, but is possible. 
In fact, it is generally believed that the advance will be made. 

Peaches.—It is understood that extra standard peaches will 
likely be advanced 25c. on the Coast because of scarcity in that 
particular grade. The market otherwise is unchanged. Southern 
sorts are held firm, but movement is so slow that prices are little 
more than nominal. The State pack is offered at $2.50, deliv- 
ered, for 1909 packing. 

Apples.—State No. 10s are steady, with $2.60 asked for 
fancy, delivered. Packers are less disposed to sell at this figure 
and an advance is possible. The scarcity of raw stock makes an 
increase in price practically inevitable. 

Pineapples.—Not much interest is shown and practically all 
grades are dull at quotations. The same observation applies to 
other fruits as well. Hupson.

Tampa, Fla.—A contract has been let for the building of a 
large fruit packing plant. The plant, we believe, is being built 
for the Lee County Packing Co. This is not a canning factory. 

Columbus, Ind.—A large acreage of tomatoes planted for 
the Van Camp Packing Co. have been destroyed by cut worms. 
The Columbus Canning Co. started on its pack of corn last 
week. 


Tipton, Ind.—C. D. Parker, of the Fame Canning Co., re- 
ports that the tomato crop is late and many blooms have been 
washed off by the rains early in the season. The corn crop is 
in good shape. 


Ottawa, Kan.—Ottawa Canning Co.’s factory started up 
about the first, having repaired the damage done by floods 
earlier in the season. 


East Jordan, Mich.—The Central Lake Canning Co. is in 
full operation, having started on beans about the first. 


Essex, Mass., isto have a canning factory, and work is 
being done on the old shoe factory, in an effort to convert it into 
a canning factory. The Alex. Kerr Co., of Somerville, are the 
backers. Clams will be the first to be canned and then fruits 
and vegetables. 


Colora, Md.—The canning season in this section opened 
last week, and the factories are in full blast. Large forces have 
arrived from Baltimore to carry on the work. i 


A report from Washington, D. C., says, the acreage in 
tomatoes is not as large as usual in Westmorelaad and Northum- 
berland Counties, Va., and that many factories on the Potomac 
will not operate. 


Cambridge, Md.—The Phillips Packing Co. started on 
tomatoes a couple of weeks ago, as did also the Hern Company. 
Both concerns report a shortage of tomatoes and of irregular 
size. 

Shelby, Mich —Reports say the factories at Hart, Mich., 
(W. R. Roach & Co.) and at Shelby (Mikesell & Co.) are run- 
ning night and day with a large extra force of help in an effort 
to keep pace with the raw material received.

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California Market. 


The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
our Special Correspondent for the past week. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., August 21, 1909. 

During the past week cool weather has prevailed through- 
out the interior valleys of the State, and fruit is coming into the 
canneries in splendid condition. The favorable weather is 
resulting in both a better and a larger pack of most varieties 
than was looked for earlier in the season. This is the very 
busiest time in the season for fruit canners, as the better varie- 
ties of cling and freestone peaches are now just in their prime. 
Prices for green fruit have been advancing steadily with the 
exception of freestone peaches which are in rather light demand. 
The market for dried peaches is such that growers are selling 
as much of their fruit to the canners and green fruit shippers as 
is possible in an endeavor to relieve the market. Cling peaches 
that sold earlier in the season for $20 to $22 are now realizing 
from $25 to $28, indicating that canners are anticipating an ad- 
vance in the present rates in force for the canned product. 
Many packers are refusing to sell their product at the present 
rates, feeling confident that it will be but a very short time until 
advances are made, 

Although the canning season for apricots is just ended, an 
increase in prices has: already been made by the California Fruit 
Canners’ Association. Extra specials and extras have been ad- 
vanced roc. per dozen, and extra standards and water goods, sc. 
per dozen. Gallonextra standards have been increased 25c., gal- 
lon standards and water 15c., and gallon pie 20c. The Association 
further announces that it is completely sold out of second apricots, 
second Bartlett pears, gallon water pears, and all lines of Logan 


berries and raspberries. It is almost certain that there will soon be 
advances in the present prices of canned pears. At the present 
rates there is no money in the pack for the canner, as prices 
paid for the fresh fruit have doubled since the commencement 
of the season. There is quite a heavy demand developing from 
Great Britain for canned pears of all grades, and the demand 
for the fresh fruit from the East is the greatest ever known, 
making the situation for the canned product quite strong. In 
the line of peaches there is also every probability of an early 
advance, though this may not come until about the close of the 
packing season. The naming of such extremely low prices is 
regarded by many in the trade as being but a move to keep 
many of the small firms in the business trom operating, and this 
has met with success as many firms have made no attempts to 
operate on peaches. With these small packers eliminated the 
total pack of peaches will be held in fewer hands than is usually 
the case, and a lighter pack will also be the result. This also 
means higher prices as soon as the situation is well in hand. 
Although very encouraging reports have come down from 
the Puget Sound district in regard to the pack of sockeyes, it is 
by no means certain yet that such an enormous pack will be put 
up. The season started later than usual and should it fail to 
last as long as formerly a light pack could still be the result. 
“However, it is conceded as being extremely likely that a heavy 
pack will be put up and canners have hopes of filling all the 
cans prepared. Prices have not been announced here, although 
these were looked for this week. The Griffith-Durney Co. in 
commenting on the outlook for pink salmon say: ‘‘Owing to 
the big run of sockeyes, packers have not had time to pay any 
attention to Humpbacks, therefore, the pack of that grade of 
fish in the Northwest will be very light. As next year is the 
off year on Humpbacks on the Puget Sound, we must look to 
Alaska largely for the next two years for our supply of pink 
fish. It would seem that there would be practically no chance

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of getting this fish at lower rates than are now prevalent, prior 
to 1911. Already most packers are getting ready to make ad- 
vances in the prices on pink fish, and one of the leading packers 
stated recently that he intended to immediately raise his price 
on No. 1 Tall Pink salmon to 72%%c.”’ 


From advices received from Alaska, most ofthe cannery 
fleet has already started for home, and early in September the 
vessels of the Alaska Packers’ Association will begin tu arrive 
at this port. Within a week after the arrival of the first vessel 
shipments of the canned product will be on the way to the east- 
ern and European markets, as the cannery vessels will load 
directly into the freighters that will be awaiting their arrival. 
It is believed that tne pack will be less than 100,000 short of 
last year’s record in the Bristol Bay district, as several of the 
canneries have been working away, and have succeeded in filling 
all theircans. The season at Orea commenced later than usual, 
and the pack will be light. At Chignik conditions have been 
favorable and the canneries there are putting up a larger pack 
than last season. In Southeastern Alaska the run of red fish is 
the feature of the season, and the pack of pinks will fall below 
that of last season. The run started in very late. In the 
Ketchikan district the reds are well ahead of last year, and the 
run of Humpbacks is also greater. The cannery at Wrangel 
is making an average pack. F 

The Hoquiam Packing Company has commenced operations 
at its cannery at Hoquiam, Wash., and a big run of salmon is 
expected. Black salmon are the first fish to commence running, 
and these are followed by the silversides. A number of Colum- 
bia River fishermen are planning to come here to fish, and a 
busy season is anticipated. 

The Monterey Packing Company of Monterey, Cal., has 
put up about 2,500 cases of sardines this season, but the light 
run of fish at the present time 1s hindering operations and the 
plant is running on part time only. 


The movement of canned goods from San Francisco by sea 
in July was much larger than during the corresponding month 
in 1908. The total this year was 108,224 cases, compared with 
19,387 for the same period last year. A large movement of 
canned goods to England is now in progress. 

The Napa Canning Company at Napa, Cal., reports a light 
fruit crop in that section, and only about one-half an average 
pack will be put up, or about 50,000 cases. 

The Dirvin cannery at Healdsburg, Cal., has commenced 
operations but is not yet running to full capacity. 

Packers appear to be taking their time in naming prices for 
canned tomatoes, but these are promised for the near future. 
Prices for spot goods range from 7oc. to 7234c., but futures are: 
considered to be worth more. BERKELEY.

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Markets for Condensed Milk. 


In answer to inquiries, Consul E. A. Wakefield, of Rangoon, 
furnishes the following information concerning the opportunities 
for American trade in) Burma and how it can be profitably 
exploited : 

The market in Burma for manufactures of nearly all kinds 
warrants the serious consideration of American exporters. 
Seventy-five per cent of the imports of manufactures are from 
Great Britain. British trade being in the hands of experienced 
firms here. To establish business in Burma as it should be 
established, it will be necessary for American exporters to send 
competent representatives with instructions to investigate trade 
conditions thoroughly and make careful study of the commercial 
possibilities of this market. 

Prompt shipments by the most direct lines of communica- 
tion, with careful attention to packing, will overcome two of 
the principal drawbacks with which American exporters have to 
contend. Shipments should be to Liverpool and there trans- 
shipped by either the Henderson Line or Bibby Line, both of 
which sail fortnightly direct to Rangoon. , 


CONDENSED MILK. 

There is a good market in Burma for the sale of condensed 
milk, the imports during the fiscal year ended March 31, 1908, 
amounting to 4,358,583 pounds, valued at $377.y6o. Of this 
total, $250,000 was from Great Britain, $73,000 from France, 
and the balance from Germany, Holland, Austria-Hungary, 
United States, and Belgium, in the order of values. Imports 


from United States amounted to only $950. The leader here is 
an English product, highly sweetened, retailing at 6 annas 
(12 cents) per tin. Other brands sell at the same figure, and 
some slightly higher. 

Fresh milk and cream are difficult to obtain, which accounts 
for the large amount of condensed milk used. The natives pre- 


fer the nilk sweetened, and the price for the great bulk of the 
population ‘must be moderate. Higher priced brands find a 
fairly ready market among the well-to-do natives and Euro- 
peans. There should bea much larger market here for the 
American product. 


Consul’Edwin N. Gunsaulus, of Johannesburg, writes as 
follows in regard to the condensed milk trade in South Africa : 


There is a very large trade in condensed milk in South 
Africa, the imports of which for the year 1908 for the several 
colonies of British South Africa amounted to $1,208,500. The 
Transvaal Colony alone imported last year condensed milk to 
the value of $634,000, of which product the United States sold 
$91,168. On the other hand, there was imported from the Uni- 
ted Kingdom condensed milk to the value of $295,954; from 
Germany, $91,815; Norway, $87,839; and Holland, $43.399. 
Other countries exporting this product in smaller quantities to 
the Transvaal were Canada, Austria and Switzerland. 

The sales of condensed milk in this consular district are 
confined almost exclusively to three or four well-known brands, 
the sweetened product having the preference over other kinds. 
The demand for condensed milk is still very large, although 
there has been a considerable decrease in the imports and sales 
within the last few years, owing to the growth of the dairying 
industries and the consequent increased supply of fresh milk for 
household use. There is now, however, and will be for many 
years to come, a good market for condensed or evaporated milk, 
but, owing to the popularity of the few brands now imported 
and on sale, it will require considerable effort to successfully in- 
troduce other brands not known in this market. This can best 
be done, perhaps, by sending samples to the leading wholesale 
grocers and importing houses for trial. [A list of the principle 
wholesale grocers of Johannesburg importing condensea milk 
may be obtained on application to the Bureau of Manufactures. }

CANNING FRUITS AND VEGETABLES. 


A representative has been down among the canneries of the 
Eastern Shore—all of Delaware and a big slice of Maryland and 
two counties of Virginia are generally known as the Eastern 
Shore—and one of the Maryland counties alone puts up about 
one-twelfth of all the canned tomatoes in the United States. 

The Peas are all canned. 

Corn and Tomatoes are now under way. 

And the note of it all is CLEANLINESS. 

Many families of ultra particular taste, living within visit- 
ing distance of the canneries—seeing them whenever they 
please—have stopped entirely the eating of fresh peas, and use 
the several grades (which are largely the several sizes) of 
canned peas for their tables. 

The human hands do not touch peas. The entire process 
of shelling, cleaning, assorting and packing is done by machin- 


ery—the chief advantages over kitchen cookery being greater 
cleanliness than any kitchen can give, and the partial cooking 
of the peas to remove ‘‘that green taste’’ and gummy appear- 
ance, before final packing into the cans. 

The human hands do touch corn, a little, but under most 
cleanly conditions, and corn must be almost chemically clean to 
insure its keeping. Every part of the vast equipment of machin- 
ery is cleansed with copious applications of water, and then live 
steam ; this cleaning being done three times each day. 

Tomatoes are grasped in the hand after coming from the 
scalding vat ; grasped in the left hand while the right cuts out 
the stem and green surrounding. Then the Tomato practically 
jumps out of its skin into cleanly buckets. 

Not a particle of coloring matter or adulteration of any 
kind is permitted in any cannery we know of. And all sweet- 
ening is done with granulated sugar.’’ 

The above ad speaks for itself, and we are of the opinion 
that Gimbel Bros. deserve the thanks of the canning trade. 
They are not, of course, doing this out of pure love for the can- 
ners, but no doubt, hope it will increase their sales of canned 


‘goods. It is, however, somewhat different from the usual man- 


ner of advertising, and is the sort that the canned goods busi- 
ness is in need of. Canned goods offered at a cut price hardly 
tend to increase the sales, except for that particular firm on a 
particular day. The above ad covers a space 8 by g inches in 
one of the best daily papers in the country, and if it appeared 
in every paper in the country would probably triple the sales of 
all canned foods. 


Allentown, Pa.—The Rheinholds Canning Co. resumed 
operations on the 24th of July, or about then. This is the only 
surviving plant of a dozen or more erected by promoters about 
eight years ago.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


The boom of the opening gun of the canned goods adver- 


— tising campaign will soon be heard throughout the land. 


The $25,000 subscribed by canned goods packers and others, 
to defend the industry and promote consumption, has been 
turned over to one of the best known advertising firms in the 
world, and they will try to make the most of it. 


We have been told that the man having direct charge of 
this matter is the best in the world, the highest paid advertising 
man in existence. It is his purpose to not only answer all harsh 
criticisms of the goods, but to start a campaign of education 
through the papers of the country. 

These will be in the form of advertisements, and also as in- 
teresting articles, showing how canned goods are packed, and 
how they should be treated. Briefly its aim is to wipe out some 
of the prejudice and ignorance concerning canned goods, and 
by doing so cause an increased consumption of them. 

There is an immense amount of work to be done along this 
line, because there is a very large wall of prejudice to batter 
down. And immediate results must not be expected, for it will 
take sometime to show any effect upon the public. But in time 
a great amount of good can be accomplished. 


Canners can assist in this good work by sending in to 
Secretary F. E. Gorrell, Belair, Md., any articles noticed in 
papers, that defame or hurt canned goods. They should do 
this as soon as they notice the article ; don’t wait until another 
time or it will be forgotten. 


They are very anxious to get all such reports as soon as 
they come out. 

Then every canned goods packer should do his share in 
personal explanation of the merits of the goods. Don’t be 
afraid to talk them ; help the good cause along by explaining to 
your neighbors, and all with whom you come in contact, the 
freshness of the goods ; their superiority over the fruits or vege- 
tables bought in the market, and the fact that nothing but heat 
is used’as a preservative, 


Just a word as to the turning over to the advertising agents 
the sum many thought would be handled by the Committee of 
the National Canners’ Association. For this Committee to have 
handled it, there would have had to be a manager, devoting his 
entire time to the work, and who would have drawn a salary of 
from $3,000 to $5,000, and all the expense of maintaining an 
office, etc., etc. 


Through the arrangement as now made the entire $25,000 
will be devoted to the one purpose intended—the exploitation of 
canned goods, because these advertising agents receive their pay 
from the papers carrying their ads. In other words the news- 
papers allow the advertising agents a discount on all contracts, 
and this makes their pay. 


Then again with such experts as these men the work is 
bound to be be as well done as could be. They devote their lives 
to this work, make a constant study of it, and consequently 
they achieve the greatest results. So the whole matter works 
well: every cent of the appropriation will be used, and used by 
the greatest experts in the work. 


One thing must be watched in connection with this. The 
public will probably be invited to call on any cannery and see 
how the work is done; and the cannery must be ready to receive 
them, and to make a favorable impression on them. The impres- 
sion must,be faworablce; remember that. So see that everything 
is so kept that there will be no doubt about this. 


With this start the canners are inviting the public to make 
any investigation it chooses, and if this is made before the can- 
neries are ready, there will be more harm than good done. It 
marks a new condition of affairs, the time when signs reading 
‘*positively no admittance’’ must come down, and a ‘‘welcome’’ 
sign goup. Be ready. 


Van Buren, Ark.—A report from this place says the Nelson 
Canning Co. closed its factory here abgut the first of the month, 
after a short but successful run on Elberta peaches. 


Pomona, Cal.—The canneries in this section are running 
full blast. Two factories expect to put up over 3,000,000 cans 
peaches. 

Hotchkiss, Colo.—The latest improved machinery is being 
installed in the buildings of the Hotchkiss Canning & Packing Co. 
and it is hoped the factory will be able to take care of the heavy 
surplus of fruit raised in this section. 


Dover, Del.—The canneries in this section are all about in 
the harness now and working full blast. Stetson & Ellison’s 
big plant at Camden is taking care of a lot of tomatoes. 


Dover, Del.—The town of Milton, Del., was nearly wiped 
out by fire a week ago, four blocks being entirely destroyed. 
Among the other losses was that of the Royal Packing Co. 
The loss is expected to reach $150,000 and many families are 
homeless.

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Nova Scotia Lobster Fisheries. 


Consul John E. Kehl, of ‘Qpteer, furnishes the following 
report on the lobster fisheries of Nova Scotia: 

The lobster fishermen of Cape Breton Island have been 
much exercised over the prevailing price of $2.25 per hundred 
weight (112 pounds) for this year’s catch. Unfoft&nately they 
were led to believe that the packers of Nova Scotia had com- 
bined to hold down the price, and further that there was no 
legitimate reason for not paying last year’s price, ranging from 
$3.25 to $4.05 per hundred weight. The truth of the situation 
is that never before have the wholesale dealers carried over so 
large a stock of last year’s packing as they did trom 1908 into 
1909. This year’s catch can only be disposed of at a reduction 
from last year’s prices. 

At various points throughout Nova Scotia the lobster fish- 
ermen have held conferences to devise ways and means of meet- 
ing the present situation. At Mainadieu, where an American 
firm (one of the largest packers in Nova Scotia) has a factory, 
the fishermen refused to sell at $2.25 and gave the manager to 
understand that he might just as well close his plant, which he 
promptly did. After being convinced of the hopelessness of 
their contention and realizing their inability to sell elsewhere 
for more than $2.25, they sought to induce the firm to reopen 
its plant at Mainadieu and accept their catch at $2.25 per hun- 
dredweight. The firm replied in substance that its crew had 
been disbanded and that it regretted its inability at so late a 
date to reorganize for this year’s business. At the village re- 
ferred to and at Mira Bay about 100 families are solely depen- 
dent on lobster fishing for a livelihood. They are now selling 
their catch to the Louisburg factory at the same price offered by 
the Mainadieu cannery before closing. 


At a Gabarouse meeting of the fishermen, attended by a 
member and an ex-member of Parliament, it was shown that 


last year the packers paid at Gabarouse $4.05 per hundred- 
weight. The fistiermen held that if they were to accept $2.25 
this year it would mean starvation. After considerable arguing, 
the fishermen decided to organize and do their own packing on 
the co-operative plan. There will be two plants, one at Gaba- 
rouse and the other at Gull Cove. 

At Antigonish the fishermen held off for a long time, traps 
were idle, and the factories closed. Now the majority of the 
lobster fishermen have decided to accept the packers’ offer of 
$2.25, which is $1.25 less thau what was paid last year per hun- 
dredweight. 

If the co-operative factories at Gabarouse and Gull — 
prove to be a success, it is a safe prediction that the next year 
will see other lobster-fishing villages following their example. 
Further success would mean that eventually the entire lobster- 
canning industry of Nova Scotia, now largely in the hands of 
Americans, will pass over into the hands of Canadians. 

Some years ago the question of granting lobster-fishing 
licenses to aliens came up before Parliament. I have been in- 
formed that during the next session this same question will 
come up again, and that the opposition will havé considerably 
more support than it had the last time this question was con- 
sidered. 


Fresh Tomato Shipments From Mexico. 


Consul Samuel T. Lee, of Nogales, reports rapid extension 
of the tomato-growing industry in the Mexican State of Sonora. 
They are shipped by the carload to Los Angeles, San Francisco, 
and the middle west of the United States. During the four 
months ended April 30, 1909, there were entered via the port of 
Nogales, Ariz., 1,475,410 pounds of Mexican tomatoes, against 
1,085,720 pounds during the first six months of 1908.

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Canned Goods Statistically. 
In all probability there will be packed in the United States 
this season smaller amounts of the three canned vegetable 
staple, tomatoes, corn and peas, than last year, which will at 
the same time he less than the average annual consumption 
during the past few years. “ope 
In the case of tomatoes statistics show that the annual con- 
sumption now is about 11,500,000 cases, approximately the 
amount of last season’s total pack, and in excess of the average 
annual pack for five years past. It looks as though there would 
be less than 11,500,000 cases of tomatoes put up this year in the 
country, and as the carry-over is estimated at only about 250,000 
cases, it will be seen that with the present consumption there 
will be barely sufficient to supply the present normal demand, 
and increased consumption would cause a shortage. 


Statistics for the past five years indicate that the people of 
the United States consume about 10,000,000 cases of corn yearly. 
The corn packs of 1904 and 1905 were enormous, much larger 
than the consumption, and in order to get rid of the accumulated 
surplus the 1906, 1907 and 1908 packs were curtailed to less 
than the average annual consumption. It is now figured that 
the corn carry-over is insignificant, and the country will look to 
the present season’s output to supply its demands. The corn 
acreage is, if any thing, slightly less this year than last, when 
6,779,000 cases were produced, and if the output is no larger 
this season and the consumption remains at the average main- 
tained during the last five years, there won’t be enough corn to 
go around. 


Peas occupy much the same position as the other two vege- 
tables, that is during the past four years the average consump- 
tion has been greater thau the prospect for the present season’s 
pack and the carry-over is practically nil. 


Commercial conditions are steadily improving, the consum- 
ing power of the people is now about normal, and the outlook 
for better prices on canned goods seems good.—CALIFORNIA

Will Curtail the Patk. 

CAMPBELL, CAL., August 17, 1909. 
Gentlemen:—We pack apricots, pears, peaches and plums. 
The acreage is about the same, but the yield is increasing 
because new trees are coming into bearing and doing well. 
Plums are the only article that is short. Weare paying $20 to 
$40 a ton for fruit, but will make a shorter pack, owing to the 
carryover. .

An Inereased Acreage, Same Pack. 


Pomona, CAL., August 16, 1909. 
Gentlemen:—We contract for practically all the raw 
material we use and the average price of peaches this year is 
$15aton. The acreage in fruits is increasing each vear, and 
the prospects this season are for a good yield. Labor is in good 
shape and the pack will be a normal one. We pack peaches, 
and other fruits, and tomatoes. G. H. WATERS. 


All Crops Will be Short Yield. 


East HappAm, Conn., August 18, 1909. 
Gentlemen:—The crop of apples in this section will not be 
more than 20 per cent. of the usual this season; prospects very 
poor. Tomatoes and corn will amount to about 75 per cent. of 
a normal yield. Growers are asking $10 for tomatoes, $10 to 
$12 for corn and the same for apples, per ton. The acreage is 
only about half of last year’s, and the yield will be much less.

Canned Goods Best of All. 


Mr. James Foust, food and dairy inspector of Pennsylvania, 
recently made some tests of samples of various kinds of goods 
collected all over the State, and without knowledge as to how 
they were manufactured, and an extract from his report shows 
that canned goods are the purest of foods that can be eaten. 


Some surprise seems to be evident on this account, but we 
hardly think anyone connected or familiar with the preparation 
of canned goods could be surprised, as the same opinion was 
arrived at last year when a similar test was made. We give 
below the paragraph in the report which relates to canned 
goods. 


‘Of canned vegetables and fruits 196 samples were taken 
and analyzed by the chemists of the division. The result was 
eminently satisfactory and highly complimentary to the canners. 
Asparagus, beans, baked beans, beets, blackberries, cherries, 
corn, macaroni, mince-meat, mushrooms, peaches, peas, pickles, 
pineapples, pumpkins, red raspberries rhubarb, spinach, straw- 
berries, succotash, tomatoes, were among the articles purchased 
by the agents of the division and carefully examined by the 
chemists. As a result five samples out of the 196 were found to 
have been adulterated by the use of foreign substances, but in 
every instance the adulteration had been so minute that it was 
believed no case could be established, hence no prosecution was 
ordered. ‘The articles adulterated were beans, mushrooms and 
strawberries.’’ 


This Season’s Pack of Tomatoes. 


A reader of THE TRADE, evidently referring to ‘‘Packer’’ 
in last week’s issue, suggests that only strictly standards be 
packed and that canners demand a fair price for their goods.

Editor Tut TRADE, 
Baltimore, Md. 

Dear Sir:—We read your letter in reference to crop pros- 
pects in last week’s issue with much pleasure, and think this the 
proper mode in advising the packers, in order that they may 
understand the exact conditions of crop prospects, and not pay 
such high prices for raw material. 

We intend to, pack just as few tomatoes as possible this sea- 
son, owing to the present low price, and why some of our 
brother canners will sell standard goods for such prices as 67 %c. 
per dozen, less 144 per cent (and some guaranteeing a Baltimore 
rate of freight) we connot understand. We think every canner 
should pack full standards this season, and so state on their 
labels, and not sell them for less than a living profit. Surely a 
dozen cans are worth seventy-five cents when guaranteed to be 
strictly standards, and this price should prevail. 

We would be very glad for some canner, who is a reader of 
THE TRADE, to state in your columns how we can pack toma- 
toes and make a profit at 6734c. per dozen; we have had fifteen 
years experience, but have been unable to learn how to pack 
good goods for nothing. 

Our season is very late here, being about two weeks later 
than last year.
